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Staff, residents get 
COVID-19 vaccinations 
at Cedar Woods 


Residents and staff of Cedar Woods 
Assisted Living & Memory Care in Van 
Buren Township received their first round 
of COVID-19 vaccinations on Jan. 12.

“Cedar Woods management team and care 
staff would like to thank all the families 
that completed the COVID-19 vaccination 
form/release,” Shaw said. 

“It is our mission to keep our entire 
community COVID-free and keep our 
residents safe and healthy,” she said. 

The second round of COVID-19 vaccines 
at Cedar Woods will be administered on 
Tuesday, Feb. 9. 

“Cedar Woods will continue to follow 
all the executive order/guidelines for 
visitation,” Shaw said. “Our management 
team has been flooded with phone calls 
from Cedar Woods families asking when 
the restrictions will be lifted and if getting 
the vaccine will allow visitation. 

“It is our hope, as yours, that getting this 
vaccine will help open the doors to Cedar 
Woods,” Shaw said. “However, it is up

Blue Angel F/A-18C Hornet donated to Yankee Air Museum

States Navy Blue Angel F/A-18C Hornet 
as the latest addition to its extensive 
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historic aircraft collection. 

This particular jet was the lead aircraft 
for the Blue Angels in a performance at the 
2017 Thunder Over Michigan Air Show. 

The U.S. Navy Blue Angels have retired 
all of their F/A 18Cs and are now flying 
F/A-18E Super Hornets. Yankee Air 
Museum is the last museum to receive 
a Blue Angel Legacy Hornet and it will 
be on static display indefinitely. Two 


large semi-tractor-trailers transported the 
dismantled aircraft from Pensacola, FL, 
and, no doubt, provided a rare sight for 
many motorists. The aircraft was planned 
to be re-assembled and on display by last 
week end. 

The Yankee Air Museum is open during 
the winter on Saturdays from 10 a.m. to 4 
p.m. and Sundays 11 a.m. to 4 p.m. Yankee

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Library Director Mary Jo Suchy gets high praise, 2.5% raise

Mary Jo Suchy accepted a 2.5% raise 
and lots of praise after her evaluation by 
the Belleville Area District Library Board 
at its Zoom meeting Jan. 12. 

Suchy, who has been Belleville’s library 
director since May 2015. In 2020, she 
earned $83,709.60 in pay and $24,332.43 
in benefits. 

Linda Priest, chairperson of the board’s 
personnel committee, said they postponed 
the director evaluation from December until 
January. Each director filled out evaluation 
forms except Tanya Stoudemire, who was 
newly elected. 

Stoudemire combined the scores and 
shared them with Suchy. 

Priest said the scale on the forms was 1-6 
in the categories, with 6 being outstanding. 
The results were above average in all 
categories, she said. 

Suchy discussed her goals in this 
challenging year as part of the evaluation, 
Priest said. 

Suchy gave a 2.5% salary raise to staff 
and would feel uncomfortable if she 
got more, Priest said, so the committee 
recommended a 2.5% raise. 

“We’ve had trouble getting Mary Jo to 
take her raises,” said board chairperson 
Sharon Peters. “She deserves more.” 

Priest said she does deserve more, but 
they are respecting her wishes. 

“She will have to take it or we will fire 
her,” said Mary Jane Dawson with a smile. 

Suchy commended her staff for the work 
it does. 

Stoudemire, who said she saw all the 
evaluations, said everyone gave Suchy 
high marks and it was very impressive. 

The board voted unanimously to approve 
the 2.5% raise. 

“Last year we gave our director a 
standing ovation ... That’s not as possible 
now,” said chairperson Peters. “I'd drop 
my computer on the floor... As chair of the 
board, working with Mary Jo is a joy.” 

“It’s been a pleasure working with you,” 
Suchy responded. “You are interested and 
engaged... In 2021 I hope to be able to use 
the library the way it should be used.” 

In other business at the one-hour-and-40- 
minute meeting, the board: 

e Witnessed the new 34" District Court 
Judge Lisa Martin swear in via Zoom 
the newly elected board members: Joy 
Cichewicz, Alma Hughes-Grubbs, John 
Juriga, and Tanya Stoudemire; 

e Reelected Sharon Peters as chairperson, 
Mary Jane Dawson as vice-chairperson, 
and Alma Hughes-Grubbs as secretary. 
Tanya Stoudemier was elected treasurer, a 
position she held before losing reelection 
in 2018; 


e Was informed the 2019-2020 Audit 
was a “good audit with no findings.” 
Stoudemier said she read it three times. 
She said their balance is $500,000 better 
than anticipated and they got $86,000 in 
interest. She said they will have to monitor 
property taxes because the pandemic may 
impact property taxes. Peters thanked 
Stoudemier for studying the audit and said 
it is often called a “clean audit” and to have 
a “squeaky clean audit is important”; 

e Heard resident Barbara Miller ask about 
use of the Sumpter Media Center, whether 
recordings of the meetings are made and 
posted, how many employees work at the 
library, and soil test borings for the new 
library building that she said weren’t 
done properly and resulted in not being 
able to have a basement. She was told the 
media center is open and attendance is 
low because with COVID rules only six 
people can be in the building at a time: 
two staff members and four members of 
the public. The meeting videos are posted 
on the library website and there are 40 
library employees. The question about the 
soil borings was moved to the building 
committee meeting report for a response; 

e Heard Cichewicz give a building 
committee report starting with Miller’s 
question. She said the soil would not 
compact for holding a building, so they 
pulled out a lot of soil and put in stone 
and clay so it would not compact. Dawson 
said the reason the basement got cut was 
because they had to spend more money 
on the dirt. Suchy said the soil issue 
came before the basement. “Since it was 
being dug out we thought we could add 
a basement, but we couldn’t afford it,” 
Suchy said. Miller asked if the architect 
shouldn’t have ordered soil test borings 
before starting the building. Peters said 
the architect did that, but they had to wait 
until the project was a go before doing the 
next round of borings. Juriga said taking 
out five feet of soil and replacing it with 
clay was quite costly. Dawson emphasized 
the basement was not a part of the original 
plan. “When O’Neal gave us the estimate, 
it was $2 million more and the basement 
went away,” Cichewicz said. Peters said 
they did more detailed soil borings and 
did what they had to do so the building 
wouldn’t sink. “We got a wonderful price 
from Blue Ribbon to remove the soil,” 
Juriga said and Cichewicz said it still was 
a third of a million dollars. “We thought 
we would do better with a building that 
wouldn’t sink,” Peters said. Miller asked 
if there was inadequate storage now and 
Suchy said she thinks they are OK with 
storage, although a 10’x20’ room is needed 
for storage of carpet tiles and other building 
supplies. Miller asked if it could be stored 


offsite and Peters said if it was necessary 
they could do that, but this is only the 
beginning of using the library; 

e Heard Cichewicz report the painter 
is doing touchups, the state inspector 
said the boiler is fine, a rooftop safety 
harness is being put in for the live roof 


that’s coming, and the electric pole 
saga continues. She said the switch 
over of lines and removal of poles goes 
“on and on and on and on and on.” She also 
said O’Neal will talk to the city about a 
refund of deposited funds not used and part

School Board votes 
to spend $121,290 to 
demolish CTC building

The Van Buren Public Schools Board of 
Education voted unanimously at its Jan. 
11 meeting to spend $121,290 to demolish 
the Career Technical Center building on 
Sumpter Road in the city of Belleville. 

Trustee Kelly Owen was absent from the 
Zoom meeting and did not vote. 

In a Jan. 6 memo to the board, Director 
of Plant Operations James Williams and 
Plante Moran Cresa representative Rob 
Kakoczki explained the proposal and the 
recommended bidders. 

“Over the last couple of years we have 
had the CTE property for sale and we did 
not receive any acceptable offers,” the 
memo states. “If we sell the CTE building 
we would need to build a new warehouse/ 
storage facility on the property purchased 
from St. Anthony’s Church. 

“In recent months, our site plan of the 
Early Childhood Center was developed 
and the district found that it would not be 
feasible to build a new warehouse on this 
location. The district took the CTE building 
off the market and began the process of 
cleaning up the site to fit our needs. This 
information was brought to the board and 
discussed at the last meeting. It is now 
being brought to the board for approval.” 

[The memo used the CTE abbreviation 
for the Career Technical Center.] 

The warehouse at the back of the 
Career Technical Center site is not being 
demolished, only the vacant building 
fronting on Sumpter Road. 

The board approved the total project of 
$121,290, which includes the following: 
building demolition to Thomas Trucking 
Services for $57,000, hazardous material 
abatement to Environmental Maintenance 
Engineers for $24,290, DTE electrical 
allowance of $15,000, and construction 
contingency of $25,000. 

Thomas Trucking of Rockwood was the 
lowest of nine bidders for demolition.

The Belleville High School Tiger football 
team came up one point shy in double 
overtime in the state semifinals and lost to 
West Bloomfield, 35-34, last Saturday at 
BHS.

Bailey found competent to stand trial for four murders in Sumpter

Raymond Lee Bailey, 37, of Wyandotte, 
has been found competent to stand trial in 
the Aug. 15 shooting deaths of four victims 
in a home on Martinsville Road in Sumpter 
Township. 
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The Forensic Center released its report 
between the holidays and Prosecutor Tara 
Hindelang contacted the 34" District Court 
to set a session to address the report. 

Bailey’s appointed defense attorney 
Sharon Clark Woodside and Prosecutor 
Hindelang were before 34" District Court 
Judge Lisa Martin in a Zoom hearing on 
Jan. 13. Also present by Zoom from the 
Wayne County Jail was the defendant who 
has been in custody, without bond, since he 
was arrested Aug. 19. 

On Sept. 16, Judge Tina Brooks Green 
referred Bailey to the Forensic Center 
for evaluation for competence, criminal 
responsibility, and waiver of Miranda. 

Hindelang said Woodside wants an 
independent evaluation report, as well. 
But, they have yet to receive a criminal 
responsibility report back from the 
Forensic Center. 

Woodside said she has no problem with 
her client being found competent for trial, 
but what she probably will have an issue 
with, “if it ever gets done,” is the criminal

responsibility report. She said the waiver 
of Miranda report has not been received, 
either. 

She said she would like those two reports 
before the case proceeds to a preliminary 
exam. 

Judge Martin asked how long Woodside 
wants to adjourn the case and Woodside 
said it depends on how long the Forensic 
Center takes. 

“My client was interviewed, but there is 
no report,” she said, adding, perhaps, they 
are running behind because of COVID. 

Woodside said maybe it will be ready the 
following week and Judge Martin gave it a 
week to give the attorneys time to follow 
up with the Forensic Center. 

The probable cause conference on the 
case was set to be by Zoom at 11 a.m., Jan. 
20 before Judge Martin. Woodside said she 
hoped she would be able to have a visit 
with her client before then. 

Bailey is charged with four counts of 
first-degree murder and four charges of 
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felony firearm in the shooting deaths of 
sisters Laura Tanner, 35, and Sarah Grupa, 
38, and their cousins, brothers Forrest 
Sampson, 28, and Neil Sampson, 30. Laura 
Tanner was Bailey’s former fiancé and the 
murders took place at her home. 

Shandon R. Groom 

On Jan. 13, Judge Martin adjourned the 
probable cause conference of Shandon 
R Groom, 28, of Toledo until 11 a.m., 
Feb. 10, so he could be with the other 
two defendants in the murder of Egypt 
Covington. They will discuss any issues 
before the live preliminary exam which 
presently is scheduled Feb. 22-23. 

Groom is charged with felony murder 
and home invasion first-degree on June 22, 
2017 in Covington’s home on Hull Road 
in Van Buren Township. He was arraigned 
Dec. 31 and is being held without bond in 
the Wayne County Jail. 

Defense attorney David Goldstein said 
he had just been retained and he has no 
discovery yet. There is reportedly a great 
volume of evidence and he said he has 
been asked for an external hard drive 
so Prosecutor Victoria Shackelford can 
provide the information to him. 

Prosecutor Shackelford said there is a

court order to seal discovery in the case on 
all three defendants and Goldstein said he 
and his client will stipulate to the order to 
seal.

She asked Goldstein for a time 
waiver since the exam will not be within 
the number of days required by law and he 
said they would waive. 

“It is to our advantage to delay until we 
get discovery,” he said. 

Shane Lamar Evans 

Shane Lamar Evans, 31, of Sumpter 
Township also is charged with felony 
murder and home invasion first-degree in 
the murder of Egypt Covington on June 22, 
2017 in Van Buren Township. 

He was arraigned on the charge Dec. 
18 and is being held without bond in the 
Wayne County Jail. 

His probable cause conference also was 
adjourned until Feb. 10. 

His defense attorney Coral Watt said 
she had a problem related to all pleadings 
being filed under seal and the prohibition 
of sharing it with a third party. 

Watt said her client brought up the 
issue because he wants his attorney to 
discuss the case with his mother. She said 
a defendant often wants a parent or close 
family member to talk to and input from 
Mom or Dad. 

“While not giving them paper discovery, 
it would impede my ability in the case,” 
Watt said. “He asked for conversations 
with his mother.” 

She said as the seal agreement is written 
it would keep her from discussing this case 
with the mother and she can’t agree to it. 

Shackelford said Watt can have the 
discussion, and, “My order is protecting 
the written or photo discovery ... Nothing 
forbids her from discussing it with the 
defendant’s parents.” 

Watt said she often reads police reports to 
the parents of clients and if reading, she’s 
discussing. 

Judge Martin asked if she and the 
prosecutor have discussed this and Watt 
said they had. She said it was just yesterday 


her client brought this as an issue. 

“I have concerns about Ms. Watt reading 
to third parties ... There’s a lot in the 
discovery,” Shackelford said. 

Judge Martin said this case is staying 
with Judge Green and if they are unable 
to resolve it they can schedule a special 
discussion with Judge Green. 

Shackelford said Judge Green had said 
she would meet with them if there were 
any issues. 

Susan Kathleen Dodge-Doak 

On Jan. 13, Susan Kathleen Dodge-Doak, 
48, of Plymouth asked for an in-person 
preliminary exam on a charge of criminal 
sexual conduct-first degree (person under

Smith said he was told the exam wouldn’t 
be held until March and Judge Martin said 
the court is not setting exam dates yet and 
the court will notify them when a date is 
determined.

Judge Martin said there are also two files 
at the court, from 2016 and 2019, that have 
payment plans and need payments. She 
reminded Chamberlain’s attorney of a Feb.

“If we can resolve this, we’ll let you 
know,” Michon said. 

Chamberlain is free on $5,000 personal 
bond and she may not contact the 
complaining victim or return to her home 
on E. Huron River Drive where the assault 
allegedly occurred.

Adam Kenneth Sierota, 35, of Van 
Buren Township, was unable to attend 
his probable cause conference on Jan. 13 
because he reportedly was hospitalized 
with pancreatic issues.

VBT LDEA reelects Dotson,

At its regular meeting on Jan. 12, via Zoom, 
the Van Buren Township Local Development 
Authority reelected its officers for another year. 

Michael Dotson is chairman, Doug Peters 
is vice-chairman, and John Delaney is second 
vice-chairman. 

At the 21-minute meeting, a report was given 
on the long, Jan. 7 marketing subcommittee 
meeting in which committee members decided 
to reach out to promote the Grace Lake site with 
owner Sovereign Partners. 

Chairman Dotson said they put together a 
letter signed by him and VBT Supervisor Kevin 
McNamara asking for a meeting to discuss 
promoting the site. 

“Sovereign Partners have not done anything 
but been friends with us,” Supervisor McNamara 
said. However, the township is suing Visteon, 
the former owner of the site. 

“Hopefully we’ll get some good things going,” 
Dotson said. 

Later vice chairman Peters said the idea is to 
promote the property to generate tax revenue. 

Second vice chairman Delaney said he would 
like to see a calendar put together of what 
they can do to help with making the site more 
visible, such as a possible cleanup day with the 
Boy Scouts, Girls Scouts, and Huron Valley 
Conservation association. 

He suggested they do that in another 
subcommittee meeting after they hopefully hear 
back from Sovereign, because he doesn’t want 
to tie up a regular meeting with this. 

Dotson said they will plan that within the next 
month so it will be ready for the March meeting. 
He asked for LDFA members to forward any 
ideas they had to him on what to do. 

Peters said he would like to see paid advertising 


in the local newspaper. 

Delaney suggested that LDFA members walk 
the trails and just drive around as individuals to 
get an idea of what Grace Lake is like. 

“A few haven’t been out there,” Delaney said. 
“We can’t promote it if we don’t know what 
we’re talking about.” 

Dotson said LDFA members can call fellow 
LDFA member Scott Medlen of Grace Lake and 
he will point out amenities. 

LDFA member Sara Cortese, financial director 
for the Van Buren Public Schools, said she 
hasn’t been out there. 

Delaney suggested they let the school district 
know about the amenities at Grace Lake. 

LDFA member Chuck Covington said he has 
an idea that might sound crazy, but if they set 
up a COVID vaccination site at that location, it 
would get a lot of attention. Others agreed. 

Dotson said that before the meeting

from the township hall to Wayne County 
Community College parking lot on Haggerty 
Road to keep the long line of cars from winding 
out onto Tyler Road and blocking traffic.

Best had shown Dotson a live shot of the 
cars lined up onto the street in a view out his 
window at township hall at the moment they 
were speaking, while the food distribution was 
under way. 

“Thave no plans to move the food distribution,” 
stated Supervisor McNamara.

I just want to build goodwill for Van Buren 
Township.
